Few realize the number of flags 
carried by a warship, nor the cost of 
all th* gay bunting which flutters 
from mast to mast at holiday time. 
In addition to fleet communication, 
necessary during all forms of ma­ 
neuvers in home waters, the ship 
must be equipped with an extensive 
array of flags stored on board for 
various occasions. 
This “ dress suit’*

and making of which costs just $2,-

Each ship is entitled to a new 
flag equipment every three 
years, 
though a flagship will often require 
a new Bet of signals, owing to their 
constant u s e and handling, in about 
a year.
